The 
first  team  won  seven  games  and  lost  ten,  while  the  second  team  won  nine  games  and 
lost  eight.  Injuries  played  a  great  part  in  our  losing  these  games.  Outstanding  vic¬ 
tories  were;  a  close  thirty-five  to  thirty-three  decision  over  the  alumni  and  a  very  decisive 
victory  over  the  American  School  for  the  Deaf.  Myron  Tower  was  elected  honorary 
captain  for  this  year’s  team. 
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The  third  year  of  the  Student  Council  had  as  its  officers  William  Griffin,  president; 
Myron  Tower,  vice  president;  and  Jennie  Sadowski,  secretary. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Senior  class,  which  had  3  representatives  and  the 
Junior  class  which  had  2,  each  class  had  one  representative. 

The  students  did  not  accomplish  much  in  the  way  of  activities,  but  one  of  its 
greatest  achievements  was  the  forming  of  a  traffic  squad  which  consisted  of  only 
Senior  boys  to  regulate  traffic  in  the  halls.

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CLASS  HISTORY 


As  we  thumb  back  through  the  pages  of  our  past, 
our  gaze  lingers  on  a  chapter  titled  "School  Years  of 
1938-1942’*;  and  many  memories  again  materialize 
before  our  eyes.

During  this  year  clubs  were 
formed  and  officers  elected,  and  we  also  had  a  news¬ 
paper  called  "The  Suffield  Junior  Herald”  with  Fran¬ 
ces  Markowski,  and  Stanley  Zera  as  Co-editors. 

Early  in  the  year  we  went  on  a  trip  to  the  Hart¬ 
ford  Telephone  Company  which  proved  to  be  inter¬ 
esting  as  well  as  educational.  Still  later  came  the 
Christmas  Party  which,  like  the  summer  trip  to 
Babb’s  became  a  tradition  with  us  and  was  held 
annually. 

Then,  at  long  last,  came  the  exciting  day  of  gradu¬ 
ation  which  made  us  officially,  members  of  the  High 
School — Upper  Classmen.  At  the  graduation  exer¬ 
cises  essays  were  given  by  Betty  Martin,  Jennie 
Grazek  and  Vincent  Druzilowski.  Finally  school  was 
brought  to  a  close  by  a  picnic  at  Babb’s. 


Our  Sophomore  year  brought  adventure  in  a  brand 
new  high  school.  To  think  that  we  now  had,  after 
all  these  years,  a  high  school,  brand  new  and  all  our 
own. 

Soon  however,  the  school  was  "broken  in”  and 
with  the  era  of  its  ’’newness”  went  any  of  our  vain 
attempts  to  be  serious  sophomores. 

Now  to  the  fall  of  1940, — it  was  then  we  entered 
as  Juniors.  We  selected  and  ordered  our  class  rings 
shortly  after  school  began.  And  received  them  some 
time  in  March. 

May  brought  about  the  Junior  Prom.  Myra  Can- 
field  carried  off  the  "laurels”  as  May  Queen. 

Sept.  1941,  heralded  the  beginning  of  our  Senior 
year.  Only  a  few  months  more  and  then  we  would 
be  on  our  own. 

Our  first  dance  of  the  year  was  a  Sadie  Hawkins 
Dance  which  proved  to  be  a  great  success.  This  was 
followed  by  a  few  others  that  went  over  well.
